•-On  May  17,  at  0.50h.  we  received  the  following  report 
about  the  situation  on  the  sector  of  the  Halking  Gol 
frontier  guard  detaehmsnt  of  the  Mongolian  People's  Republic 
from  Ulan-Bator  (Mongolian  People's  Republic), 

From  May  4  till  May  11  the  Japanese -Barguta,  in  small 
cavalry  units,  reconnoitred  the  territory  of  the  Mongolian 
People's  Republlo  on  the  seotor  of  the  7th  frontier  guard 
outpost. 

On  May  11  at  5  a.m.  in  the  dlstriot  of  Momon  Khan  Burd 
Obo  about  200  Japanese-Bargut  riders  with  machine  guns  and  a  - 
minethrower  violated  the  frontier  of  the  Mongolian  People's 
Republic  and  attaoked  the  ambuscade  of  frontier  guards,  20 
man  strong,  and  pursued  them  further  into  the  territory  of  • 
Mongolian  People's  Republic  for  20  Kim,  A  reserve  subdivision 
arrived  and,  having  lost  in  battle  2  soldiers  in  killed  and 
1  soldier  in  wounded,  -  repelled  the  violators  beyond  the 
cordon. 

On  May  12,  in  the  same  dlstriot,  the  frontier  guard 
patrol  noticed  a  concentration  of  about  200  Japanese -Bargut 
riders  with  4.'  trucks. 

On  May  14,  at  6  a.m,  on  the  seotor  of  the  7th  frontier 
guard  outpost,  about  300  Japaneso-Barguts  riders,  having 
violated  the  frontier  of  the  Mongolian  People's  Republic  and 
captured  Oungur  -  Obo,  appeared  on  the  boundary  line  of  the 
river  Halkip-Gol. 

During  May  14  and  from  the  morning  of  May  15,  Japanese 
planes  repeatedly  violated  the  frontier  of  the  Mongolian 
People's  Republlo  and  made  flights  over  the  subdivisions  of 
the  frontier  guard  detaohmsnt.

On  May  15  in  the  morning,  about  250  Japanese-Bargut 
riders  orossed  the  frontier  and,  having  opened  fire  upon  the 
'  frontier  guard  patrol  in  the  district  of  Dungur  Obo,  withdrew 
to  the  northern  bonk  of  the  river  Khailostyn  Gol.  By  I5h. 
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in  this  district  there  were  concentrated  about  700  riders, 

10  bombers  and  3  trucks.  They  occupied  the  boundary  linO 
along  the  northern  bank  of  the  river  Khailastyn  -Gol,  5klm. 
east  of  the  river  Ha lk in  Gol. 

On  May  12  at  12*45  p.m.,  5  Japanese  bombers  raided  the 
7th  frohtier  guard  outpost  and  dropped  about  20  bombs  and 
machingunned  the  outpost.  As  a  result  of  tho  air-raid  2  men 
were  killed  and  19  wounded. 

According  to  the  information  rooelved  by  Tomtsyk  -  Bulak 
subdivision  of  tho  57th  Special  Corps,  ,on  the  night  of  May  16, 
in  the  district  occupied  by. the  Japanese  Bargut  cavalry  (the 
northern  bank  of  tho  river  Harlastyn  -  Gol)  there  arrived  14 
truoks  with  Japanese  infantry.

On  the  same  day  over  Tointsyk-Bulak  thoro .  appeared  three 
Japanese  plenoa  at  a  height  of  1500-2000  metros. 

On  May  16  a  Japanese  reconnaissanop  plane  flew  over  the  9th 
frontier  guard  outpost,  and  at  9*  25h.  -  two  more  Japanese 
rooonnaissanoe  planes,  hooding  westward.

On  May  13,  flintier  guards  from  the  2nd  Halkin-Gol  frontier 
guard  detachment  on  the  territory  of  the  Mongolian  People's 
Ropublio  apprehended  .a  Japanese  offioor.  It  was  ordored  that  the 
latter  should  be  sent  to  Ulan  -  Bn  tor.

Com.  Feklento,  comnandor  of  the  57th  Spooicl  Corps  is 
informed  regarding  the  situation  on  tho  sector  of  the  Halkiiv  - 
Gol  frontier  guard  detachment. 

To  strong  thon  the  defonse  of  the  frontier,  2  sabre 
squadrons  and  a  squadron  of  heavy  machine  guns  of  the  6th  division 
of  the  Mongolian  People's  Republic  havo  boen  apportioned.
